persons today visited the Bastian farm, 
which is in the possession of the sheriff 
and a corps of deputies. The decomposed 
body of John Louderbasch was found in a- 
pile of rubbish yesterday. This strength 
ens the belief that Henry Bastian the hu- 
man fiend committed suicide March 13 be- 
cause he feared that his criminal record 
was about to be laid bare. 


Following list of men, who worked on 


Bastian's farm have mysteriously disap- 
peared after having been discharged, all 
of whom are believed to have been slain 
by Bastian; Fred Kuschrnann, body found 
a month ago a mile from the farm; John 
Louderbasch, remains uncovered yester- 
day, who vanished from sight more than 
a year ago; Fritz Kiernseen, not seen 
since spring of '94; Marshall Lewisk, dis- 
disappeared in '94. 


Bastian testified at the Kuschmann 


inquest that he paid Kuschmann |79 on the 
night of his death. The nature of wounds 
on Kuschmann and Louderbasch and the 
circumstances surrounding their deaths 
are similar. Bastian's horrible schemes 
seem to have been designed to avoid 
meeting financial obligations. 


An investigation showed that two pieces 
of stone had been removed from the wall. 
Had the work continued a section four by 
twenty feet would have fallen, wrecking 
the whole building. 
Efforts were made 


by the recent legislature to obtain anew 
building but nothing was done. 
It is be- 


lieved that the miscreants took this means 
to secure immediate action.

The Sec- 
retary of State in a letter to tbe Secretary 
of the Treasury recommends asking Con- 
gress to appropriate 136,000 to enable the 
United States to be represented by a com- 
mission.

The Secretary of State says that al- 


though our exports to Belgium consist 
largely of raw products and food supplies 
over $2,000,000 worth of manufactured 
goods are shipped there from the United 
States annually. Notwithstanding her in- 
dustrial developments Belgium purchased 
largely of the finished products of France 
and England. It is probable that in simi-

SHAM AND SHODDY GOODS MADE IN 


SHEFFIELD. 


The "ITOTJ" Hindlei of EnlTCi, Canes ud 


VmbicllM Are Made at an Expletive 
Compound t«occroni In the Bonn. 
Avoid Biitlili Zylonlte. 


SllEFFlELC, Feb. 16. 


The great •weight of cutlery which 


has, is being and will be dispatched to 
ycrar side consists principally of a lovr 
grade of goods at a corresponding price. 
Every conceivable form of adultera- 
tion, trickery, misrepresentation and ve- 
neer is resorted to in order to deceive 
aud alloy, and so long as some of onr 
producers can get orders it matters 
nothing to them who ia afterward 
"sold." The latest manifestation of 
this'sharp work was revealed to me by 
OEO in the cutlery trade the other day. 


"Is there any adulteration carried on 


in the trade of Sheffield?" I asked. The 
rfinn laughed at me, evidently pitying 
my ignorance. 


"Adulteration!" ho vphiued out. "I 


should think th ,ro ia, for with foreign 
competition, especially from the Ger- 
mans, \virh taxation on onr goods in 
'Ainnrio,' and with people here want- 
ing to buy stuff for 'nowt,' onr masters 
have to resent TO deception aud adulter- 
ation heavily." 


"But iu what way do yon put shod- 


dy into your goods?" This seemed to 
put him on l.ig mettle, and he produced 
a box containing n large quantity of 
knickliiiaclss. 


".Tast come here," lie eaid sharply, 


"nctl I'll i Instrate what I mean in a 
pr.u-tical mauuer." He wont on: 


"biirflield. sir, as yam well know, is 


noto'l the wi rlrt over for its products in 
talila cntlfiv. 
The day was when for 


hafts or bundles we used nothing but 
real bono or ivory, hut snch is not the 
case today. With the change of fashion 
mid the nmiraou rank and file the world 
over wanting to be in style like the 'up- 
per ton.' naturally at dinner time they 
vaut thfir table cutlery to appear white 
mill clemi. There nre thousands upon 
thiAisyuils who, because their knives 
and forks Icok nice mid clean, think 
they arc ivi.ry haftcd, aud they bought 
ficui as MK'li, but they are as mistaken 
Bud t*t'oole'l as 'hey never were in all 
their lives before. 


"Just you examine this piece of ma- 


terial closely," he said as ho handed 
me a tablf knife haft. "Examine it 
thoroughly, test it, well, do as you like 
Vith it aud then tell ma what yon 
tnmk is tun material." 


I obeyed the command thoroughly 


and then pronounced it "ivory." I said: 
"It's got every appearance of ivory. It's 
white, thoroughly hard, strong and 
faintly streaked." 


He said < heerily: "It's no more ivory 


than I am ivory. It's a manufactured 
eubstanco called zylonite, resembling in 
every point nud degree ivory itself, but 
to any person out of the trade it cunuot 
be deeiphe'.ed between the real and this 
Bham ivory. Only experts can possibly 
tell one fi om the other, the two being 
to all appearances identical." 


"But what is this zylonite?" 1 asked. 
"That, hir, I cannot tell. All I know 


is it's a secret composition known only 
to the makers themselves. All I know 
about it is this: It has already replaced 
ivory 60 jior cent in the production of 
hafts for <able cutlery." 


"But can this composition be manip- 


ulated into everything where real ivory 
was oncexised?" 


"Xo matter what you want to pro- 


duce it can be used for everything in 
the place of ivory, thus materially re- 
ducing the cost in the manufacturer's 
bands. But it in always sold as ivory to 
the ignorant public outside. It's used 
•very extensively for making hafts for 
table cutlery, for ladies' umbrella han- 
dles, walking sticks, ladies' workboxes 
and mnuy ether things." 
'' But rnunot you tell me how the pub- 


lic may know one from the other and 
thus escape oftentimes being gulled?" 


"Well, "ho said thoughtfully, "that 


is a difficult matter, bnt I'll show yon 
how you may know the one from the 
other. 
This manufactured zylonite, 


when it's in a polished state, as you find 
it on knife bundles, is always inflam- 
mable. Look," he said as he struck a 
match and applied it to the piece of xy- 
lonite, 'Seehow it blazes!" And literal- 
ly the lighted end blazed. 


"Then this zylonite is very largely 


tiseil in t ho trade of Sheffield to replace 
ivory, is it?" 


"I should consider that at least 60 


per cent of all the table cutlery turned 
out here carries with it a zylonite haft. 


"The manufacture of zylonite is a se- 


cret process. The price varies from time 
to time, and black (so it seems it can be 
had in nil colors) is usually cheaper 
than other colors. The difference be- 
tween tlie price of this and real ivory is 
not verv much, bnt being wade in 
thuetg, rod? aud tubes there is very lit- 
tle waste, and therefore it conies in 
consideiably cheaper." 


Toda^- ou this side everything of a 


'chodcly character is flourishing, while 
real, substantial, Bound, genuine stuff 
is at a discount. 
And who is to help 


largely in the consumption of it? The 
answer can only be: The American peo- 
ple as long as they have a low tariff.

aud greatly increase the use of silver a? 
money. Wo believe, t'urthe*, that such 
legislation iu favor of silver would tend 
to advance its market value iu the gold 
standard noantrieg aud bring about 
within a few years an international 
agreement to promote bimetallism.

BROOKLYN'S FATAL FIRE. 


.Police Belize Ii Was of Inoendlnry 


Origin—An Arrest Expected To-day. 
Brooklyn, N. Y., April 2.—It is be- 


icved by t.ie police that the fire at 38 
Union struct, yesterday by which ten 
persons, a.1 Italians, lost their lives, 
was of incendiary origin, and they ex- 
pect to ma l;e an arrest some time to- 
day. The buildings were veritable 
death traps. WUy the building depart- 
ment permitted the erection of the 
buildings without proper means for the 
escape of the tenants in case of fire is 
a matter that will form part of the in- 
vestigation that is to be made, There 
were two ways for the seventeen ten- 
ants to eseape. One by the stairs and 
Uie other by the fire escape. The fire 
escape was so constructed that a fire 
in the ha Is of the house would make 
the fire escape useless. The fire escape 
was only a ladder eighteen inches 
•vide and made of half-inch round iron. 
It ran up the rear of the house at the 
end of thu halls. A window opened 
out to it on each floor. As soon as the 
Stairs and halls were on fire the flames 
leaped out through these windows and 
licked the iron ladder. The ladder 
was so fastened to the wall of the 
house that even under the most favor- 
able circumstances it would be extreme- 
ly dangerous for a person to use it as 
a means of descent, especially a wo- 
man or anyone suffering from vertigo. 
So easy was it for tho flames to com* 
municatu with the fire escape that in 
less than ten minutes after they were 
discovered, and before the tenants 
could escape, the iron rungs on the 
side were red hot from the second floor 
to the roof. All of the bodies of those 
who perished were charred and black- 
ened beyond recognition.

Congressman Patterson, 
dcm., Tenn., replied, charging 
the 


onus of the present condition upon the 
republican party and that gentleman's 
particular champion, William McKin- 
ley. 
In this matter, Congressman 


Patterson said, in answer to a question, 
that he appeared as tho representative 
of 
the administration, of 
Grovcr 


Cleveland. Congressman Bowers, rep,, 
CaL, referring to the attack upon sil- 
ver men, read a series of burlesque 
resolutions declaring the silver repre- 
sentatives 
dangerous 
cranks 
who 


should be expelled. 
He asserted, with 


much heat, that silver miners and 
mine owners had as good a right to be 
represented on the floor of the house 
for the benefit of their interests as had 
manufacturers and bankers. 


In the Senate. 


As Senator George again yesterday 


afternoon occupied nearly the entire 
time of the senate by his speech against 
the seating of Mr. Dupont as a senator 
from the state of Delaware (and had 
not finished st adjournment), Senator 
Peffer will, if Senator George closes 
his remarks, make another attempt 
this afternoon to bring up his resolu- 
tion directing an investigation into all 
the circumstances of tho recent issues 
of bonds by the government. 
The 


Cuban joint resolution introduced by 
Senator Call yesterday, which was 
laid on the tafile, will probably be 
called up for consideration this after- 
noon.

"We have a quarter of a million peo- 
ple on our lists in seventeen distribu- 
ting centers. We must buy seed to 
secure future harvests, and daily ra- 
tions nmst also be kept up to save the 
people from starvation. The urgency 
is extreme."

Booth-Tuckers To Become Ameri- 


can Citizens. 


LEADERS OF THE SALV4T10H ASM* 


FoMlblr led Into This Move To Get Con- 


trol of the Organisation's Property In 


This Coimtr;—Belli Hope To 


Reclaim Balllogton. 


New York, April S.—Commander 


Frederick St. George De La Toure 
Booth-Tucker, the new head of the 
Salvation Army in this country, who 
arrived last evening from Liverpool on 
the steamer Majestic, was interviewed 
by a press representative at Salvation 
Army headquarters this 
morning. 


"What will be your policy, commander, 
in regard to the Volunteers'?" was 
asked. "It will be one of love, not 
hostility," he answered, 
"My heart 


and my head are full of love." "Does 
Gen. Booth think that Ballington 
Booth and his new movement are 
likely to stay in the field for any 
length of time, or has he expressed to 
yon an opinion regarding the strength 
of the Volunteer movement in this 
country?" "Gen. Booth was stabbed to 
the heart when he heard of Balling- 
ton's action, and he really believes 
that he will he regained to the Salva- 
tion Army. He does not think that 
the new movement will interfere at all 
with the work of the Salvation Army 
in this country, but he has not gone 
into that quite as thoroughly, perhaps, 
as yon might think he had. He is full 
of hope that Ballington will come 
back, and many of his prayers lately 
have been to that end." 


Will Become Americana* 


"Do you come here with any special 


instructions regarding your policy in 
the management of the army?" "No. 
\Ye intend to enlarge, hut not change 
the present policy. We intend to be- 
come Americans, and I am afraid thai 
if I Commit any fault, if it is a fault, it 
will be to become too intensely an 
American. We have worked in India 
on Indian lines and our work here will 
be on American lines." The new leader 
then said that the general feeling in 
England was one of intense surprise at 
Ballington Booth's action. Regarding 
the transfer of the Salvation army 
property, he said that he would as soon 
as possible hecome nationalized, and 
that then the property would be turned 
over to him, in case there was no legal 
obstruction presented. They were go- 
ing to work to that end on the advice 
of consul, he said. He said he would 
attempt to see Ballington Booth, and 
hoped he would he successful. He was 
reminded that his wife had "failed, and 
replied that he would try again, but 
said that she was the best hand, and 
was more person grata than he. 


HYDE CONVICTgD. 


The Jury at Buffalo Finds Him Guilty of 


Murder In Second Degree* 


Buffalo, April 2.—"Guilty of murder 


in the second degree," was the verdict 
rendered by the jury in the Hyde case 
late yosterday afternoon, and in those 
fateful words the prisoner .heard his 
condemnation—a sentence to a living 
tomb—life imprisonment. 
The jurj- 


was out twenty-one hours. Tuesday 
night was spent in continuous argu- 
ment and deliberation, and yet when 
court opened in the morning an agree- 
ment had not been reached. The jury 
came into court at 10 o'clock and asked 
for a definition of murder in the second 
degree and manslaughter in the first 
degree. The court read the law and 
the jury again retired. Not a word 
was heard from them until shortly be- 
fore 5 o'clock, when they came into 
court with their verdict. In their slow 
and solemn tread Hyde appeared to 
read his doom and his face paled to an 
ashen hue. When the verdict was an- 
nounced the prisoner was a study—his 
eyes closed, hia hands clasped convul- 
sively and his head fell upon his 
breast, a pie ture of despair. 


O. H. Beyvrood Dead.

NINGER CONFESSES. 


Evidence Corroborate* tlie Story of the 


Arrests! Exjrert Counterfeiter. 


'Washington, April 2.—Chief Hazen 


of the secret service has received in- 
formation from his agent in New York 
of the arrest oE Emanuel Ninger, the 
maker of one of the most dangerous 
series of counterfeit notes known to 
the service. Ninger, it is said, has 
been engaged since 1879 in tha manu- 
facture of ?10, S20, S50 and-8100 United 
States notes with the pen and brush of 
such excellence as to deceive even ex- 
perts. They therefore were extremely 
dangerous. Up to within a short time 
there has been absolutely no chie to 
sithorthe maker of the notes or the 
thover, and in spite of the ntmost vigi- 
lance on the part of the secret service 
the notes continued to appear periods- 
sally at intervals of five or six months. 
Up to within a year or so Ninger con- 
fined himself to" 310, S20 and 850 bills, 
but of late several S100 notes have ap- 
peared. He lint, now, it is reported, 
made a full confession, and evidence 
found at his house in. Flagtown, N. J., 
confirms his story. The arrest is re- 
garded as one of the most important in 
the history of the service.
